W ashing ton, Sept. 14 (.T)— A 
new national study issued by the 
Public H ealth Service shows that 
New York state has the hig hest 
death* rate from coronary heart 
disease. 
In fact, y our chances of dy ing 
of the disease are more than 
twice as g reat if y ou live in the 
Em pire S tate than if y ou live in 
New’ Mex ico. 
The study , reported y esterday , 
was based on coronary heart dis­ 
ease deaths among w hite persons 
in the three y ears 19 49 -51. 
The study showed th at coro­ 
nary heart disease causes about 
one-third of all deaths* a m o ng 1 
w hite males in the ag e g roup 45 > 
to 7 4 and about one fifth of those 
among men 35 throug h 44.

News from Washington that the Depart­ 
ment of Labor is preparing to spend almost 
half a million dollars in the next few 
months to dev elop more job opportu nities 
for older workers is welcome, indeed. It is 
high time that the nation cashed in on the 
priceless economic and social assets of its 
older people. 
We hav e made a fetish of you th in this 
age. Somehow or other the ridicu lou s no­ 
tion has got abroad that life ends in the 
20’s. There are plenty of firms that refu se 
to hire persons ov er 40, and some ev en 
frown on applicants in their 30’s. 
Stu dies of older workers show that 
preju dices against the middle-aged hav e 
almost no basis in fact. They rest on mis­ 
conceptions and on a kind of mysteriou s 
economic folklore. Actu ally, older workers 
compare v ery fav orably with you th in al­ 
most ev erything — produ ctiv ity, health, 
skill, pu nctu ality and attention to du ties. 
Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell de­ 
serv es ou r thanks for u rging state employ­ 
ment agencies to get bu sy at once on plac­ 
ing older workers. These need cou nseling, 
su perv ision and assistance in getting em­ 
ployment. It will be a big job to break 
down the old, bu ilt-u p preju dices of pros­ 
pectiv e employers, bu t it is a job well worth 
doing. 
America’s older workers hav e u ntold re­ 
sou rces of experience and knowledge. They 
hav e been seasoned by the passing years. 
We will be really smart if we cash in on 
these resou rces. They shou ldn’t be allowed 
to go to waste. 


GET THAT~DIPLOMA! 
The federal gov ernment, throu gh its 
Department of Health, Edu cation and Wel­ 
fare and the Department of Labor, has a 
word of adv ice for all American you th. It 
goes like this: Get that high school diploma! 
Thou sands of teen-agers are now back in 
school and, dou btless, many of them are 
thinking of the football season, school 
dances and dates. As who wou ldn’t at 16? 
Bu t along with the froth of high school, it 
is to be earnestly hoped that they are ab­ 
sorbing some of the solid su bstance of edu ­ 
cation. They’ll need it in the years ahead. 
Gov ernment statistics show that at the 
peak of earnings, the high school gradu ate 
will collect 30 per cent more than the non­ 
gradu ate. In his adu lt earning period the 
high school gradu ate earns mu ch more than 
the dropou t who, u su ally, is restricted to 
the lower paying jobs. 
Competition, from an edu cational v iew­ 
point, is getting tou gher in the United 
States. Forty-fiv e years ago, one-third of 
the nation’s workers were u nskilled. To­ 
day, less than a fifth of the labor force is

A POINT OF VIEW 
Pau l Hoffman of the Fu nd for the Repu blic 
deliv ered a most interesting address on how to 
keep America strong and free. In effect, it is a 
defense of the Fu nd for the Repu blic and its 
work, bu t what Hoffman says is of v alu e becau se 
it explains how different men can believ e that 
they are aiming at the same target while actu ally 
each believ es that the other has missed altogether. 
Hoffman’s contention is that he and his Fu nd 
for the Repu blic are fighting Commu nism. Most 
activ e and long-time anti-Commu nists wou ld say 
that both Hoffman and his Fu nd are ru nning in­ 
terference for the Commu nists. To that Hoffman 
has replied, in adv ance,.as follows: 
“When I left the ECA in the fall of 19 50 to 
join the Ford Fou ndation, I took a look at what 
was going on in America in the name of fighting 
Commu nism—I was shocked and appalled. In too 
many instances I fou nd the Bill of Rights being 
trampled u pon, freedom of speech and inqu iry be­ 
ing flau nted and gu ilt by association replacing du e 
process of law. People labeled as controv ersial 
were being denied the u se of pu blic au ditoriu ms. 
Irresponsible 
pu blicity seekers 
were 
accu sing 
ev eryone who did not agree with their methods 
of fighting Commu nists of being soft on Com­ 
mu nism. • • •” 
It is all in the point of v iew. If the target is 
the same, namely, the elimination of Commu nism 
from American life, the difference arises to a de­ 
gree from the difference in experience. It wou ld 
be of v alu e to read a bill of particu lars on how 
the Bill of Rights were trampled u pon. Who did 
the trampling? 
The phrase, the Bill of Rights, appears no­ 
where in ou r Constitu tion bu t it generally refers 
to the firsl ten amendments, which are no more 
important than any other clau ses of the Consti­ 
tu tion. The Constitu tion has to be taken as a 
whole and for a correct stu dy of it, it is neces­ 
sary to read a good many of the*decisions of the 
Su preme Cou rt which not only explain the mean­ 
ing of the phraseology bu t often so define and 
orient the law as to become part of the Consti­ 
tu tion itself. This is particu larly tru e of the de­ 
cisions of Chief Ju stice John Marshall who had 
the task of pioneering in ju dicial interpretation. 
All this being so, it w'ou ld be interesting to 
know precisely what Hoffman meant when he said 
that freedom of speech and inqu iry were “being 
flau nted.” I do not know of an instance of a Com­ 
mu nist speaker being arrested for making a Com­ 
mu nist speech or of an inqu iry into any field of 
hu man 
knowledge 
being what 
Hoffman calls 
“flau nted.” The reply might be that ev erybody 
knows what Pau l Hoffman means, bu t hearsay 
is not knowledge. On the other hand, I think that 
I cou ld withou t difficu lty produ ce a list of anti- 
Commu nists who hav e lost the opportu nity to be 
heard. Maybe they lacked in ability, bu t it is 
singu lar that so many of them shou ld hav e been 
discarded. 
The whole m atter of “gu ilt by association” is 
again a qu estion of legalistic interpretation. Pau l 
Hoffman himself u ses the phrase in this speech, 
“Commu nist conspiracy in the United States.” A 
conspiracy cannot bo condu cted by one man alone. 
A conspiracy, to be su ch in the eyes of the law, 
inv olv es two or more persons in association to do 
something which they shou ld not do. Therefore, 
if there is a conspiracy, it is necessary to hav e 
conspirators. Ev ery conspiracy inv olv es gu ilt by 
association, gu ilt by consorting. In mu nicipal law, 
for instance, in some places, the police are em­ 
powered to arrest one for consorting with a 
known criminal. 
If therefore one associates constantly with 
Commu nists, it is possible to say that the person 
has a reason for preferring them, for consorting 
with them. Association with a Commu nist is no 
crime, bu t it discloses a preference and creates a 
reason for dou bt and ev en wonderment. 
Pau l Hoffman, in his speech, said: 
. Only a handfu l of maladju sted, to r­ 
mented, rebelliou s Americans ev er su bscribed to 
the weird Marxist ideology.” 
I only wish that were tru e. Marxian ideas are 
not in 19 56 as weird as they appeared to be in 
19 17. They hav e wmrked their way into many 
fields of intellectu al activ ity, particu larly the con­ 
cept of man being a produ ct of his env ironment, 
of the tools he u ses. This basic Marxian idea has 
mov ed far into mu ch of the life of the world in 
19 56.

will find himself compelled

yield to reason and a sensible 
settlem ent of the contrdVersy. 
In a sense, the British, French 
and American statement ju st is­ 
su ed is a start in that direction. 
For what the three gov ernments 
hav e done is to form an organi­ 
zation of “u sers.” In the v ocabu ­ 
lary of the indu strial 
world, 
these are analogou s to the “bu y­ 
ers.” Now bu yers can be per­ 
su aded to employ the boycott, 
and they can refu se to cross a 
picket line. 
The “picket lines” in this case 
are at the entrance and the exit 
to the Su ez Canal—international 
waters. Egypt remains the own­ 
er of only the w ater inside the 
canal. She is as “sov ereign” as 
are the "stockholders” probably 
ju st as helpless. For the “u sers’’ 
can be persu aded not to u se the 
canal—that 
is, 
not 
to 
cross 
“picket lines” u ntil satisfactory 
terms are obtained. 
It wou ld not be necessary to 
station warships on the “picket 
lines” to prev ent any commercial 
ships from u sing the canal be­ 
cau se enou gh 
of

“picket lines.” With a strike of 
the pilots going on, traffic w'ou ld 
not be as safe as before, any­ 
how. 
The ‘u sers” of the canal are 
really the priv ate shipping com­ 
panies.

They 
can stipu late the conditions u n­ 
der which the Su ez Canal will 
or will not be u sed. It doesn’t 
need to be a gov ernmental body. 
Economic Lev er 
Thu s, the power of decision 
wou ld pass into the hands of 
those who really can wield eco­ 
nomic pressu re. 
If it tu rns ou t that the Egyp­ 
tian gov ernment, w’hich claims 
“sov ereignty” 
ov er the 
canal, 
will not agree to let the opera­ 
tion become a priv ate affair— 
betw'een the shipping companies 
and the canal company, w'hich 
is to be entirely owned by the 
Egyptian gov ernment and to re­ 
ceiv e 
all 
profits—then 
other 
means of handling the traffic 
between the Indian Ocean and 


the Atlantic Ocean will hav e to 
be dev ised. 
Fo r one* thing, if the Seu z 
Canal isn’t to be efficiently oper­ 
ated, there’s not mu ch u se in in­ 
v estors lending money to Egypt 
to hav e it widened so as to ac­ 
commodate larger tankers. 
It 
wou ld be better to pu t the money 
into the bu ilding of hu ge tankers 
to carry the oil arou nd the Cape 
of Good Hope. 
The American 
gov ernment 
is 
considering a 
plan to finance su ch a tanker- 
constru ction program. After fig­ 
u ring the sav ings in tolls and 
the time sav ed in pu tting so mu ch 
more in a single cargo than ev er 
before, the net resu lt might be 
su ch as to render the Su ez Canal 
su perflu ou s. 
Bu t before su ch a program is 
embarked u pon, a “strike” has 
to be carried on and decided one 
way or the other. 
Faced by the 
facts of life, Col. Nasser will 
hav e to cease qu ibbling abou t 
“sov ereignty” and tu rn his mind 
to the practical problem of op­ 
eration. 
This is what the Brit­ 
ish, French and American gov ­ 
ernments now hav e done, and 
they hav e inv ited “u sers” from 
other cou ntries to join them. 
Strictly Business 
Hence, 
the 
whole 
problem 
ceases to be an issu e for war or 
for military threats and becomes 
a

Nasser is free to accept or re­ 
ject. 
Like many an employer, 
he can shu t down his operation 
and refu se to grant the demands 
of the "strikers,” or he can bar­ 
gain and come to an agreement. 
The presence of Allied war­ 
ships and paratroopers and mo­ 
bile forces may hav e been a 
wise precau tion in case Nasser 
shou ld threaten any harm to

Egypt, bu t military action is 
wholly u nnecessary as a means 
of settling the dispu te ov er how 
the canal shall be operated. 
This controv ersy is today, and 
has all along been basically an 
economic m atter. 
It is solv able 
by economic 
pressu re. Nasser 
heeds the canal to get rev enu e. 
The “u sers” need the canal for 
economy’s sake. Bu t they want 
a showdown as to whether they 
are to be su bject to extortion on 
tolls or confiscation 
of 
their 
property withou t a satisfactory 
plan 
of 
compensation. 
The 
“strike” of Su ez pilots will ac­ 
celerate the transfer of the issu e 
from the intangibles of political 
nationalism to the tangibles of 
economic negotiation.

The Egy ptian trouble will not 
result in any war. 
Sir Anthony 
Eden and Guy Mollet, Premier 
of France, who have been criti­ 
cized as being “ soft," may feel 
that this is a good opportunity to 
show their real strength. 
At President Eisenhower’s last 
press conference he stated clear­ 
ly that all nations should re­ 
spect “ the sovereignty of Egypt 
as it applies to the Suez Canal.’’ 
This 
insures 
that 
the United 
States will not get into a squab­ 
ble. Since that is apparently all 
Nasser demanded, there is noth­ 
ing to fight over except regula­ 
tions and toll charges. President 
Eisenhower made clear that the 
International 
Treaty 
of 
18 8 8 
gives many nations rights in and 
to the Canal in perpetuity ; but 
that this does not mean that 
Egy pt internationalized her sov­ 
ereignty . 
From a legal standpoint it is 
much like a city which gives a 
street railway or bus company a 
peimanent franchise, but with- 
cut relinquishing sovereignty or 
ownership of its streets. The city 
may make regulations and fares 
as it desires, so long as it does 
not “ take property without due 
process of law'.” 
Five Nation Comm ittee 
The Committee of Five Neu­ 
tral Nations is in Cairo confer­ 
ring with President Nasser. The 
chairman of this Committee is 
the Australian Prime Minister 
Menzies. 
I 
forecast that the 
final agreement will recognize 
the sovereignty of Egy pt, but 
that nothing will be done to 
seriously harm the Suez Canal 
Company, which has the fran­ 
chise to operate the canal. 
Like 
all dictators, “ President” Nasser 
must do something radical to 
show* his power and keep his 
job. 
However, the one thing 
Egy pt needs most—other than 
better character—is more money. 
The new toll rates, which like 
nearly 
every thing 
else, 
are 
passed on to the uniimate con­ 
sumer, will give Nasser the need­ 
ed additional funds. 
W hat Na sser Fear* 
Neither Egy pt, nor the other 
countries which are benefiting 
from American dollars, want to 
be 
guilty 
of 
“ expropriation.’’ 
They knowr this would frighten 
away American, English, and 
French 
investors. 
There 
are, 
however, other arguments the 
Committee of Five ‘could use 
with President Nasser. For in­ 


stance, more than one half of j 
Britain’s 
oil 
imports 
come 
through this canal. If the canal 
should be closed, other sources ] 
of supply would be available 
from Venezuela, West 
Indies, j 
and the United States. For a I 
short time only , the use of oil | 
in England and France would 
need to be rationed. 
Within a y ear new pipelines 
could he built to carry oil direct j 
to the Mediterranean. This pipe- 1 
line would be from Haifa on j 
the Mediterranean to the Gulf j 
of Aqaba.

Suez and the Stock Market 
Although there may be sev­

I hav e before me an j 
ex cellent ninety -pag e 
book of 
King ston and Rondout of 189 2 
put out by Georg e F. Bacon, 
and he certainly did an artistic 
and detailed cov erag e of so many 
of the business houses of a half 
a century ag o. It is full of pic­ 
tures of business houses, many 
with owners standing in door­ 
way s, no doubt photog raphed es­ 
pecially for this book. 
One reads E. G. Adams, manu-j 
facturer of mattresses, pillows, 
church 
cushions, 
pantaloons, 
ov eralls, shirts etc., I looked up 
E. G. Adams in the 189 7 City 
Directory and it mentions him 
also as King ston Clothing Co. 
and (h. 254 Hasbrouck av enue).! 
In the book they say in part: I 
“The enterprise is carried on by 
Mr. E. G. Adams, proprietor of |
